Washington, Nov. 12.—The opinion 
was expressed here that the decision 
-of Federal Judge Soper in the case of

Baltimore, in which he ruled that the 
“one-half of I per cent” clause in the 
Volstead law- does not apply to bev­ 
erages made in the home for home 
consumption, will necessitate a revi­ 
sion of the policies and regulations 
followed by the prohibition commis­ 
sioner. 
The court’s ruling on 
the 
other 
hand sustains the position taken by 
the departm ent of justice four years 
ago in an opinion written by Assist­ 
ant Attorney General Frierson, and 
since followed by the departm ent. 
Judge Soper, In his opinion, said: 
“Congress sr -is to have used the 
word ‘non intoxicating’ differently in 
one section than it did in another. To

Aberdeen, Wash,—The discovery of 
a huge new glacier in the Olympic 
mountains was reported recently by 
M. Mulkay, Quinault trapper, who w as 
visiting in the city. 
The ice field dis­ 
covered was one of the largest in the 
Olympic range, and is located on Mun- 
caster mountain, which lies between 
the headwaters of the Bustler and the 
east branch of Hie Quinault river. 
The glacier was discovered by acci­ 
dent. 
A party composed of District 
Hanger Fulton, I*. A. Mulkey, F. Olson 
and Lloyd Cooper of the forest service 
was traveling through the district in 
search of fires caused by lightning 
recently, and in an effort to gain a 
view of the country scaled Muncaster 
mountain, a peak with an elevation 
of approximately 7,OOO feet. 
Upon 
reaching the top of the peak the party 
discovered that the mountain was split 
in two parts, never before known, and 
ofter a hard descent down a precipi­ 
tous slope, reached a broad nieudow 
between the* halves of the peak. 
According to members of the party, 
the meadow was at least a mile ia 
width and abounded with game.

New York.— W hile the chem ist to­ 
day is able, by analyzing odor-giving 
elem ents In flowers, to produce artifi­ 
cial perfum e, this process has not and, 
It is predicted, never will replace p e r­ 
fum e-making from fresh flowers, an 
industry dating hack alm ost before the 
daw n of history. 
For centuries, cease­ 
less experim ents have developed two 
chief ways of obtaining sw eet perfum e 
from flowers. 
T he process of greatest general use 
In unlocking the fra g ra n t cells of flow­ 
ers to ta k e their perfum e Is called 
enflourage. 
A housewife, who u n d er­ 
stand s how b u tte r or lard left in the 
Icebox will som etim es absorb odors, 
can readily see bow this process is 
used to extract 
odor 
from flowers. 
The blossoms from which the odorless 
p a rts are removed are mixed slowly In 
huge vats of melted beef or pork suet. 
More and more blossoms are mixed In 
until the fat has the odor of the re­ 
quired strength, and then the fat is 
thoroughly washed w ith alcohol. T hen 
a very stran ge thing happens. 
T he 
fm g ra n c e has passed from the flowers 
Into the fat and now show s a re m a rk ­ 
able affinity for the alcohol, 
in this 
way th e essence or a tta r Is created. 
Use Absorption. 
T h e other system adopted a fte r cen­ 
turies of experim ent Is by absorption 
T he flower blossoms arc sprinkled face 
down In air-tight cham bers, in which 
glass 
walls 
are 
covered 
with 
fat. 
T w ice a day the flower supply is re­ 
newed. T his process is repeated twice 
daily for m any, m onths until the fat 
absorbs the odor in sufficient strength. 
T h e fat Is then m elted In glass and 
the essence is obtained from It by 
w ashing with alcohol. 
Some Idea of the enorm ous amount 
of flowers required for perfum e m ak ­ 
ing m ay be gained by realizing that 
to m ake one pound of a tta r of roses 
requires eleven tons of roses, or about 
three million blossoms. The principal 
perfum e center of the w orld lies be­ 
tween 
the Bay o f C annes and 
the 
m ountains beyond G rasse in southern 
France, though flowers for perfum e do 
come from every country and climate. 
T he flower farm s In Alpine villages 
are the mecca of lovers of perfume. 
From Decem ber until M arch fragran ce 
Is ex tracted 
from rosewood, sa n d a l­ 
wood and other herbs, and in M arch 
work begins on fresh flowers. Includ­ 
ing the violet, and then the jonquil, 
orange blossom, rose, m ignonette, ja s ­ 
mine, tuberose and cassia buds. 
A curious fact Is th a t the flowers* 
are picked in the fields a t the hour 
when 
their 
scent 
is 
know n 
to 
be 
strongest. 
The rose Is gathered as 
soon as It is open. 
T he carnation 
must have three ho urs’ exposure to the 
sun before it is picked. T h e late czar­ 
ina of all the R ussias is said to have 
preferred toilet w a te r m ade of violets 
picked at tw ilight n ear Grasse. 


Veiled in Mystery. 
From earliest days the m aking of 
perfum e has been 
veiled 
w ith 
the 
great shroud of secrecy, because the 
perfum ers did not w ant th eir tra d e se­ 
cret 
known. Around the m aking of 
perfum es w ere w oven fearful tales b\ 
the Savaeans of Sheba, who said that 
cinnam on w as gathered from the nest 
of the phenix and th a t It was collect­ 
ed by th a t bird in some strang e man 
nor unknow n to them. 
T hey also told 
stories ubout how they found the per 
fume 
a tta r 
guarded 
by 
ferocious 
winged serpen ts th a t dw elt in marshes. 
A nother queer tale was th a t bats flew 
at the eyes of all who tried to gather 
cassia. As tim e passed, though, men 
learned 
how 
to 
g a th e r 
flowers

m ake perfum es.
